The Hitler’: Munich beer hall speech 
added nothing whatsoever to the 
skimpy store of information available 
for appraising the current develop- 
ments in the European war. Certain-- 
ly there was nothing promising peace. 
Nothing either to indicate any early 
picking up of speed in the war. 

The Nazi dictator said, “we will talk 
to the English in a language they 
surely understand,” but he did not 
indicate when the talk in that lan- 
guage would above a hoarse 
Whisper. The speech was lacking in 
tone or strength to terrorize the EEn- 
glish or anybody else.

FALSE -PEACE 


Suggestions of a false peace fill the 
air. And some earnest people who 
think anything called peace is better 
than anything called war are accept- 
ing them at face value. Some un- 
consciously are permitting fear of 
physical destruction or a false hu- 
manitarianism to loom larger than

sons may echo the Moscow paper 
Izvestia, which a few weeks ago was 
glossing over the start of war now 
emphasizes “senseless slaughter” and 
declares: “Continuation of the war 
cannot. be justified by anything.”

“whole of Central Europe might go 
into the melting pot and the only 
way to stabilise the position was to 
restore the Hohenzollerns and Haps- 
burgs. AS 

He admitted that the Princess was 
not a mere messenger boy. At com- 
paratively rare intervals and on his 
instructions she had expounded his 
views to Hitler, Admiral Horthy and 
the ex-Crown Prince.

Herr Hitler and His Associates; The Fuehrer 


A Great Demagogue 


Historians will debate as long as 
there is history whether Herr Hitler is 
a great man, writes thé “Manchester 


| Guardian” Diplomati¢e Correspondent. 


It was said by one who knew him well 
that “the world will never  under- 
stand him because it will never know 
how small and mean he is.” But has 
he no greatness at all? He is certain- 
ly a great demagogue with a sure in- 
tuitive understanding of his nation, 
the Germans, and with no under- 
standing of any other nation. Per- 
haps there would be greatness in the 
inflexibility of his will if that in- 


| flexibility were not determined by an 


obsession that makes his will its in- 
strument. The obsession is the 
apocalypse of a second world war 
which will lead to the universal do- 
mination that is the object of his 
deepest resolve. It controls all. his 
feelings, thoughts, and actions. 

Narrow-shouldered, wide-hipped, 
soft-featured,: blue-eyed, Herr Hitler 
impresses no one until he begins to 
speak. Then. the body grows rigid, 
the eyes have a fixed glare, and the 
deep voice booms out, inducing a 
state of trance among his listeners, 
who respond as though to an impas- 
sioned revivalist. National Socialism, 
indeed, is a kind of secular revival- 
ism. 

He is intimate with none and has 
no real friend. He. cannot even con- 
verse, but either sits in moody silence 
or pours out a stream of words. After 
speaking he is often utterly exhaust- 
ed. Any obstruction will send him 
into a weeping fit or a prolonged ac- 
cess of fury. He is loved by none, 
and yet he commands immense devo- 
tion amongst millions of Germans, 
especially those of. the younger gen- 
eration. He ,is hated by many. 

FIELD MARSHAL GOERING 

What of his associates? Field Mar- 
shal Goering enjoys a certain po- 
pularity. He is cruel and bullying, 
but the mere fact that he is corpulent, 
jovial,-and in love with extravagance 
makes him appear more human than 
Herr Hitler. He seems to have con- 
siderable ability as an organizer, and 
in the Great War he showed himself 
to be a courageous airman. When he 
makes a speech he addresses his lis- 
teners as though he were one of them. 
His words are simple and ‘what the 
Germans call “derb”. He has a gift 
for brutal phrases and can bellow 
them forth with a bull-like voice 
that matches his appearance. His 
immense wealth, his chateaux, his 
villas, his bad and ostentatious tastes 
and hig motor-cars and his gaudy 


uniforms have increased rather than 


diminished, his popularity. 

HERR HIMMLER 
Herr Himmler is the man most 
feared in Germany. He is chief of 
two great terroristic organizations— 
the Gestapo and ‘the S.S.. He was 
once a humble school-teacher, and is 
now, after Herr Hitler. the strongest 
man in Germany. He is completely 
ruthless. He does not believe much 
in speeches and is a poor rhetorician, 
but he is a masterful organizer, His 
features are. those of a typical Ger- 
man bureaucrat—insensitive, rather

heavy, and respectable. 

Although he is a practical man he 
has a.mystical strain. He believes 
that he can raise an elite by training 
his S.S. and providing them with suit- 
able brides. He shares Herr Hitler's 
racial doctrines and his dreams - of 
a race of supermen who will create 
and rule a Germany greater than the 
Holy Roman Empire. Although re- 
sponsible, together. with Herr Hitler, 
for all the terrorism in Germany and 
for the arrests and concentration 
camps, Herr Himmler has personal 
charm; 2 foreign visitor to Germany 
may spend an agreeable week-end 
with him and his family. 

DR. GOEBBELS AND HERR HESS 

Dr. Goebbels is small and swarthy. 
He is altogether cynical, and has 
shocked. youthfully ardent National 
Socialists by his whispered. mocking 
references to their creed. His intelli- 
gence is generally overrated; it is not 
exceptional, although he is no fool. 
His greatest gift is for personal in- 
vective—he will annihilate an op- 
ponent with the weapons,of sarcasm. 
mendacious caricature, and  crudest 
denunciation. His speeches are too 
long, diffuse, and structureless to be 
good, but they often contain effective 
lapidary phrases that show a certain 
malignant humour as well as a sense 
of political strategy. His influence is 
no longer very great and he is inten- 
sely unpopular. 

The nearest approach to anything 
like friendship in Herr Hitler’s | life 
is his association with Herr’ Hess, 
which began in 1921. A man of limi- 
ted intelligence and born to obey 
rather than to command, he has never 
wavered in his dog-like fidelity to 
Herr Hitler. Nor has Herr Hess;any 
personal ambition — he lives foy his 
master. i 

HERR VON RIBBENTROP .. 

Herr von Ribbentrop, the German 
Foreign Minister, was an intelligence 
officer during the war, and after it he 
travelled in France, ‘Britain, and 
Italy. It was through Herr von Rib- 
bentrop that Herr Hitler first came 
into contact with high society, with 
moneyed persons, and with foreign- 
ers. Herr von Ribbentrop, himself a 
man of some wealth (he was in the 
champagne trade), saw in Herr Hit- 
ler and the growing National Socialist 
movement the possibilities of a 
political career. - 

Through Herr von Ribbentrop 
German industrialists and business: 
men who feared “Bolshevism” Jor 
hated Republican democracy learnt of 
a new movement that would . sweep 
away these things. If Herr von 
Ribbentrop had not given Herr Hifler 
access to the world of finance and 
society the National Socialist move- 
ment might have perished for lack 
of funds. 

The reward came when Herr von 
Ribbentrop was appointed German 
Ambassador in London. , During ‘the 
few years he was Ambassador he 
developed an intense hatred of Bri- 
tain. He is animated less by any 
ideas than by love of power for its 
own sake. He has one great wish— 
the overthrow of Britain. ©

CONTRABAND 
DELAYS | 
OVERCOME 


London, To-day. 

It was stated in London 
yesterday that the delay to 
ships at British contraband 
control bases is:steadily de- 
creasing. 

Naturally there are now 
ships carrying cargoes: loaded before 
the war, and shipping of all kinds 
is responding to the advice to send 
advance manifests to the. Ministry of 
Economic Warfare. ; 

Where this procedure is followed 
it is only necessary to check cargo 
against the manifest, and often the 
delay is no longer than one day. 

The difference between absolute 
and conditional .contraband has al- 
most disappeared because a great 
many materials can be used either 
for military or civil purposes at 
option, for instance during ‘the last 
war, when milk was scarcely inter- 
fered with, German children were 
deprived of milk in order to provide 
the German Army with nitro- 
glycerine. 

PRIZE COURT - 

In fact, up to the end of October, 
only 16.8% of seized cargoes were 
foodstuffs, and these consisted main- 
ly of fats and other edibles easily 
convertible into specifically military 
materials. . 

The ultimate decision whether cargo 
is contraband rests with the Prize 
Court, which is not subject to ex- 
ecutive control but administers the 
‘well-known rules of international law. 

Holland and Belgium suffered 
acutely from shipping delay In the 
early days of the war because their 
seaports were the natural gateways 
to Germany, but the delays are now 
very considerably less,—British Wire- 
less.

London, Oct. .19- 

Strange things have hap- 
pened to civil aviation in this 
war. 

The air services, British and for- 
eign, which used to carry thousands of 
passengers in and out of London, at 
first stopped. Now passenger flying 
has revived and is settling down to a 
war routine. 

In control of all British civil fly- 
ing is National Air Communications, 
which is really the Civil Aviation De- 
partment in disguise. 

Imperial Airways and British Air- 
ways are now. one organisation. 
About 1,500 office workers, engineers, 
pilots and mechanics are settled at 
headquarters in this town. 


RECORD BOOKINGS 


From these headquarters a com- 
plicated system of flying operations is 
controlled. Aerodromes, ‘widely 
spaced over Britain, are being used. 

The Empire air services are being 
maintained. There are services to 
Egypt, India, Australia and Hong - 
Kong, and to South and West Africa 
by flying-boat. “There is a land plane 
service from England to Egypt. 

The London-Paris ‘route is being 
flown daily. A new service between 
Britain and Norway has been started 
and flies once a week. 

On’the Empire services passengers 
bookings are setting new records. Im- 
.perial Airways  fiying-boat services 
have been carrying more passengers 
than ever before. From England 
every seat on every boat is booked at 
increased prices for weeks ahead, and 
there is a waiting list of huridreds. 

At home, civil aviation has ‘almost 
entirely disappeared, but on the world 
lines it is booming.—‘News Chroni- 
cle.”

NO. 84 — THE 
DISAPPEARANCE OF 
CHANCELLOR LANSING 


BY JOEL Cc. MATHEWS 


One of our most brilliant legal 
minds of more than a century ago 
Was John Lansing. of New York. 
During the Revolution, he was mili- 
tary secretary to General: Philip 
Schuyler. After serving four terms 
in ‘the New York Legislature he be- 
came a’ member of the Continental 

' Congress and later returned to his 
State Legislature, where he was 
elected Speaker, Subsequently, he 
served as Mayor of Albany and, 
again, as member of the Continental 
Congress. . 

After George Washington had com- 
pleted his defeat of the’ British and 
it became necessary to organize our 
Government, the New York Legisla- 
ture appointed Lansing with Alex- 
ander Hamilton and Robert Yates as 
delegates to the Federal Convention, 
which was to assemble at Philadel- 
phia and form a constitution for the 
United States, but he resigned his 
membership in this body on the 
ground that New York had not dele- 
gated to him sufficient power to help 
form a new Government, only au- 
thority to aid in passing amendments 
to the old Articles of Confederation. 
Yates, sharing his view, retired with 
him, although Alexander Hamilton, 
who ‘remained in the convention, was 
active in forming the Constitution, 
Lansing was later a member of the 
New York State Convention in which 
body he opposed the ratification of 


the Constitution and was thereafter | 


re-elected Speaker of the New York 
Assembly. 

A year following George Washing- 
ton’s first inauguration to the Pre- 
sidency, Lansing became a Justice of 
the New York Supreme Court. Eight 
years later he was honoured with the 
robes of the Chief Justice of that 
tribunal and in 1801 succeeded Ro- 
bert R. Livingston as chancellor of 
the Empire State. While holding 
that high office hé was unanimously 
nominated for Governor by the anti- 
Federalists and accepted the nomina-. 
tion, but subsequently changed his 
mind and declined it. 

Believing the Constitution as 
framed and ratified by the Federal 
and State Conventions in which he 
had acted as insurgent inadequate, 
Chancellor Lansing devoted  con-~ 
siderable endeavour to having our 


Magna Charter amended, and it was : 


partly as a result of his efforts that 
important amendments were passed 
by Congress. He was an able judge. 
One of the most noted of the trials 
over which he presided was that of 
Levi Weeks for the murder of — the 
beautiful Guilelma Sands, whose body 
had been found in a well in New 
York City after she had mysterious- 
ly disappeared on the night when 
she was to have been married to
